Some 746 students are enrolled 
at Hartnell College for the fall se- 
mester, according to figures re- 
leased recently by Hartnell College 
President John B. Lemos. This fig- 
ure represents an increase of 28 
students over registration at the 
same time last year.: 

Further breakdown: of the fig- 
ures shows that there are 460 men 
and 286 women. According to 
classes, there are 385 freshmen, 325 
sophomores, and 36 special stu- 
dents. There are 405 students at- 
tending from the Hartnell College 
District while 341 come from out- 
side of the district. 

Watsonville leads outside areas 
with. 136 and Santa Cruz has 81. 
Other cities sending students are 
as, follows: 

Gilroy, 26; San Martin, 3; Mor- 
gan Hill, 9; Soledad, 17; Gonzales, 
8, King City,~11; Greenfield, 7; 
San Lucas, 1; Pacific Grove area 
(including Carmel, Monterey, and 
Pacific Grove), 17; Hollister and 
San Juan, 5; from other parts of 
California, 5; from: other states, 6; 
and from Hawaii, 9. 

The small figure for Hawaii does 
not include several students’ who 
attended Hartnell College last year 
and are now giving their address 
as Salinas.

Little or no attention was. paid 
to the adoption of the 1950-51 
budgets by the student commission 
on September 8. Even so, this move 
was very important to all of the 
many activities and organizations 
receiving student body aid. 

The present budget was adopted 
by last year’s commission last June 
after. it was submitted to a com- 
mittee. In the budgets are esti- 
mated income from all sources and 


year for student body activities. 

Although it took quite a bit of 
book balancing, the estimated ex- 
penditures for the year have been 
balanced! to equal the income. Both 
figures are $22,752.00. 

This year about two thirds of 
the income will come from football 
receipts and student body dues. 
They will be. expected to produce 
$7,809 and $7,983, respectively: The 
third largest source of income will 
be $2,500 from the student store. 

Although football is one of the 
two large incomes, it is the biggest 
expenditure at $5,500, but football 
will realize a profit. of $2,309. Both 
college publications are expected 
to cost plenty this year, with La 
Reata needing $2,700 and Panther 
Sentinel $2,100. 

Most of the above figures are in 
the thousands of dollars, but the 
budget is much more than ex- 
penditures and incomes of that size. 
For example, $35 is allowed for 
the washing machine, debating, and 
speech calls for $40 as does the As- 
sociated Student Conference. Track 
is expected to have an income of 
$60, although it will cost $660, so 
it’s quite a matter of give-and-take 
to make things come out even all 
the way around, commissioners say.
